SWEATING 
IT OUT.... 


At this time of the year it is 
disconcerting to see many foot- 
ballers, most of them overweight, 
attempting to regain their fitness, - 


,__ As the March sun beats down, players are sweat- 
ing and straining to turn last summer’s flab into 
muscle, , 

A fallacy common amongst many sportsmen is 
the belief that such vigorous training will Jead to a 
significant weight loss. This need not be the case. 
And if you consider that it takes 20 minutes of 
solid running to burn up the calories in two sweet 
biscuits, you can see why. 

The best approach, then, is to watch diet care- 
fully in the first few weeks of training. A seven- 
pound weight loss will make a player so much fit- 
ter and faster; it will also make his training, easy. 

Another mistake is to assume that fitness can be 
acquired quickly, 

In fact, it takes a minimum of six weeks before a 
base for hard training can be developed. is 

For the first four weeks of this period, players 
should build up their running schedules from two 
to five miles. At this stage just covering the dis- 
tance is all that matters. 

In the final two weeks the distances run should 
ibe reduced to about two-and-a-half miles. 

These training jogs should be done alone and the 
player should feel as if he is pushing hard all the 
way, 

* There is no use in starting slowly and finishing 
with a sprint. KOS 

From this exercise players should move into a 
two-week interval running schedule. 

Distances should be covered at three-quarter 
pace over 200 yds: to 300 yds. allowing to two min- 
utes rest between each run. 

Five repetitions are adequate. 

In conjunction with the running, a graduated 
physical exercise program of the 5BX-type should 
be followed. : 

Such a course develops mobility in joints, in- 
creases muscle flexibility and therefore greatly re- 
duces the chance of injury.
